Cut food waste, taxes 

A group of Antioch High School teachers have 
worked to reduce taxes by stopping food waste. 

The teachers' efforts helped to bring about' 
results as the federal government has agreed to 
reduce the waste. A new regulation has been 
implemented under the National School Lunch and 
Child Nutrition Act of 1966 and amendments of 
1975 to reduce food waste in senior high schools. 

Karen Little, a dietician for the Illinois Office of 
Education, says -"Under V the new federal 
regulation, senior 'high school students are 
required to select only three of the five food items 
of a Type A lunch." ' . • 

By allowing students to select only three of the 

.five food items of a Type A lunch, Congress is 

attempting to' reduce the amount of food wasted. 

In the past schools were required to serve all 
five components of the Type A lunch in order to 
receive state and federal reimbursements. Under 
the new regulations atiigh school will receive state 
and federal reimbursement if only three of the five 
food items are served. The new regulations apply 
only to high school lunch programs. 

Federal officials believe that senior high school 
age students should have acquired sufficient 
knowledge of good nutrition to make choices 
within the Type A menu which will provide foods 
that make a substantial contribution to their daily 
nutritional requirements.. 

Even though a student selects Only three of the 



five food items on the Type A menu, regulations 
require that the student will have to pay full price 
of the lunch. The new program will require school 
food, managers to use their imaginations in 
planning Type A lunches in order to attract 
students to select all five -components. 

School food managers are now going to have to 
ask students what they, want to eat, In the long run, 
waste will' be reduced. V

It Js said that Richard 
Rosenbaum, GOP state chairman and Rockefel- 
ler's chief operative among New York Republi- 
cans, made it clearn that Duryea's heresy could

Cut food waste, taxes 

A group of Antioch High School teachers have 
worked to reduce taxes by stopping food waste. 

The, teachers' efforts helped to bring about; 
results as the federal government has agreed to 
reduce the waste. A new regulation has been 
implemented under the National School Lunch and 
Child Nutrition Act of 1966 and amendments of 
1975 to reduce food waste in senior high schools. 

Karen Little, a dietician for the Illinois Office of 
Education, says "Under s the new federal 
regulation, senior high school students are 
required to select only three of the five food items 
of a Type A lunch." ? 

By allowing students to select only three of the 
five food items of a Type A lunch, Congress is 
attempting to reduce the amount of food wasted. 

In the past schools were required to serve all 
five components of the Type A lunch in order to 
'receive state and federal reimbursements. Under 
the new regulations atiigh school will receive state 
and federal reimbursement if only three of the five 
food items are served. The new regulations apply 
only to high school lunch programs. 

'Federal officials believe that senior high school 
age students should have acquired sufficient 
knowledge of good nutrition to make choices 
within the Type A menu which will provide foods 
that make a substantial contribution to their daily 
nutritional requirements.. 

Even though a student selects Only three of the 



five food items on the Type A menu, regulations 
require that the student will have to pay full price 
of the lunch. The new program will require school

Nelson Rockefeller retire from politics? It's 
about as likely as the sun suddenly reversing 
course and setting in the East. 

That was my reaction, atleast, to newspaper 
reports that my old friend and occasional 
adversary, the former vice, president, was

York fund-raising group, Rockefeller said 
now is the time to really return to private live 
with the stress on "really.'' 
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BUT NELSON ROCKEFELLER instinctively 
likes to be in the arena ; in the thick of things. And, 
it is hard to imagine him just sitting on the porch 
at his estate, watc hing the world go by. 

In fact, don't bet on it, for about the time the 
letter was going out there was a story making the 
rounds in New York to the. effect that Perry 
Duryea, minority leader of -the Assembly, was 
jumping the traces and taking active soundings 
about running for governor without first obtaining 
Rockefeller's blessing. It is said that Richard 
Rosenbaum, GOP state chairman and Rockefel- 
ler's chief operative among New York Republi- 
cans, made it ciearn that Duryea 's heresy could 
cost him valuable support. \.J 

Though the presidency eluded him every time he 
reached for it, Nelson Rockefeller has been near 
the center of power for a long time. Wielding 
power seems to be something he just accepts as 
the natural state of things, much like getting 
dressed in the morning. 

RO CKEFELLER'S CAREER Began back in 

Franklin Roosevelt's administration, and. it's not 
likely to end with the passing of Gerald Ford's into 
the history books. 

Conspiracy theorists are fond of thinking that 

Rockefeller, his family and its institutions are 

bent on taking over the world. What's more to the 

. point, though, is the fact that a good many 

influential scholars and administrators owe their 

patronage to Rockefeller resources. And they are 

turning out to be as much a part of a Carter 

"Establishment" as they were of previous 

administrations, both Republican and Democrat.
